GLEN RD SCHOOL COST UNDER $375, 000 


The Off-Glen Road School may 
cost the Town of Wilmington 
less than $375,000, according 
to preliminary figures which 
were calculated Tuesday eve- 
ning, after the opening of 
bids for the construction of 
the building. 

Thirteen general contractors 
submitted bids which ranged 
from a high of $356,000 to a 
low of $289,000 - submitted by 
Scaldini, Inc. of Medford. 

The number and surprising 
range of bidding indicated the 
unusual competitive interest 
shown by contractors in the 
school. 

Adding to the lowest bid en 
estimated $71,000 for site 
clearance, sewerage, road, wa- 
ter, parking area, architects 
and engineering fees and al- 
ternates, the total cost would 
come to $373,457, comfortably 
under the $400,000 limit es- 
tablished by the town vote, 
and which the committee pro- 
mised not to exceed. 

Four bidders were very close 
for second place, being in a 
price range of $308,000 to 
$310, 500. 

Construction of the school is 
to start immediately after the 
architects, Valtz & Kimberly 
and the permanent Building 
Committee have checked the fi- 
gures, and awarded the con~ 
tract. 

Because the committee has al- 
ready sub-contracted for the 
construction of the road into 
the site, the stripping and 
clearing of the site, and the 
laying of water mains, this 
will permit the General Con- 
tractor to start work immedia- 
tely after the award has been 
made. The committee is confi- 
dent that the school will be 
completed bythe target date 
of Sept 15, 1959.

SELECTMEN HIT ROCK 


TANNER FILES BILLS TO 
REGULATE GRAVEL PITS 

In behalf of the Selectmen of 
Wilmington, Repr. Frank Tanner 
of Reading has filed tw bills 
in the Legislature, for con- 
sideration in the coming ses- 
sion ( starting Jan. 7th) 
which seeks to give towns more 
power on the control of gravel 
pit operations. 

The Selectmen of Wilmington 
have found them selves power- 
less to stop operations at a 
gravel pit, in North Wilming- 
ton ( the former Van Steens- 
burg pit). The present opera- 
tor is digging a large lake, 
much to the distress of the 
board, who cannot teke action 
against him under the Zoning 
Laws, because the pit was in 
operation before the Zoning 
Law was adopted by the town. 
To Extend Zoning Ordinances 
One of the bills filed would 
extend the applicability of 
Zoning Ordinances to land from 
which loam, sand, or gravel is 
being removed. It reads: 

Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and 
by authority of the same, as 
follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 5 of Chap- 
ter 40A of the General Laws, as 
appearing in Chapter 368, Sec- 
tion 2 of the Acts of 1954, is 
hereby amended by adding to 
the first sentence the follow- 
ing: -or to the further re- 
moval of soil, loam sand or 
gravel from land not in public 
use even though such land was 
;being used for such removal at 
the time of the adoption of 
said prdinance or by-law. 
Chapter 40A, Section 5, which 
the act seeks to amend reads: 

‘Except as provided in Sect-

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FIRE SAFETY IN OUR SCHOOLS | 

The recent Chicago disaster, in a parochial | 
school has led some of the ladies in Wilmington | 
to express their concern ahout the condition of) 
the Wilmington Schools. Several of the Mother's! 
elubs are understood to be talking ahout the | 
subject, and preparing to ask for an investi- | 
gation. 

Like other public buildings, the Wilmington 
Public Schools are subjected to periodical 
checks by the Department of Public Safety. 

In 1953, as a resnlt of recommendations, 
changes were made in some of our school build- 
ings - a fire escape to the second floor of the 
Walker School, one to the main floor, in back, 
of the Swain School, and the closing of a par- 
tition on the second floor of the Whitefield 
School, so that pupils conldj go from one room 
to another, and thus to the stairways without 
having to face any possible open rlames in the 
hall. 

Perhaps it might be wise to enqiire into the 
possibility of fire escapes, for the second 
floor of the Swain School, and the Whitefield 
School. They may not be needed, but asking 
questions can do no harm. 

THE OFF-GLEN ROAD SCHOOL 

Wilmington is going to be proud of the new 
Glen Road School. Quality and Economy are the 
most descriptive words we can think of, after 
reviewing the finished plans. 

It is interesting to note that the archi- 
tects, Valtz & Kimberly, have had a number of 
inquiries from other towns, as a result of the 
story that appeared in the Boston Globe. It 
could well happen that Wilmington will again 
lead the way, in Massachusetts, to solving a 
serious minicipal problem. 

For solving a problem we have done. We are 
building, at approximately $1000 per pupil, a 
school at half the cost of the state average, 
one of the least expensive in years, and de- 
finitely the least expensive of the quality 
schools. 

We are pleased, incidently, to note that in 
Lexington, where a much more expensive school 
is being built, trapezoidal classrooms have 
been deliberately been adopted, by the con- 
struction of false walls, in order to achieve 
the best acoustical quality.’ Such a fact is a 
reply to some of the criticism that the design 
was for efficiency, rather than for educational 
needs. 

There are several changes which are note- 
worthy. The kitchen has been moved hack to the 
interior core, as part of the cafetorium. This 
was arresult of the request of the School Com- 
mittee, in and before the Town Meeting. 

A third exit has been provided, so that now 
no classroom is more than two doors from an 
exterior exit. 

Originally there was to be tinted glass, ‘ut 
this feature has heen eliminated. The Super- 
intendent of Schools desired manually operated 
Venetian blinds for each classroom, and the 
Building Committee felt that nothing was to be 
gained by spending money for both Venetian 
blinds, and tinted glass too. 

The school will be easy on the towm's pocket 
book. Glazed tile, in every room, to tackboard 
and chalkboard height, and glazed tile to the 
ceilings, in kitchen and toilets, will ease the 
maintainance schedule. 

Compered to the High School, and the Wild- 
wood School, the interior finish will be even 
better. 

The new school will be warm, comfortable, and 
something of which the town can be proud.

wain School was an imposing building, albeit 
the lawn, each spring, was covered with bil- 
lions of dandelions. 

There were about 160 pupils in the High 
School including eighth graders, and the grad- 
nating class used to number about a dozen pu- 
pils. Mit it was a busy school. 

There was a Glee Club, eight students. There 
was a Dramatic Club, which annually produced 
a Draaama, but a comedy, which wes pre- 
sented in the Grange Ilall, with practically e- 
veryone in town in the audience. Ask any old- 
timer, and he will tell you that he never 
laughed so much as when the Dramatic Club pre- 
sented "The Dutch Detective" back in 1925. 

We had a foothall team too, with eleven can- 
didates turning out each year - all automati- 
cally assured of a place on the team, but no 
one could afford to be injured during a game. 

And we had a Cadet Corps, armed to the teeth 
with Civil War vintage Springfield rifles -they 
would be Collectors Items today. 

But most of ali, Wilmington High School 
a paper ~ The Alpha (ie The Beginning). 

It was printed weekly. Fred Lowell, a print- 
er in Wilmington printed it for a while, and 
for a while it was printed by the Wakefield I- 
tem. 

The Alpha, named by the pupils, 
the most unigue papers ever published in the 
United States. In so far as we know, no other 
High School in this country has ever essayed 
printing a paper on a weekly basis. It is, we 
believe, an accomplishment that was ours, and 
ours alone. 

To be Editor of The Alpha was a distinct 
honor in those days, for the paper had a high 
intellectual level, and was read in every home 
in Wilmington. Merchants advertised in that pa- 
per. The students were the reporters, the sale- 
smen, and, with an assist from Miss Marland, 
conducted the entire business of the paper. 

Why do we get nostalgic about the Alpha, to- 
day? Simply because, at this time, it is ser- 
iously proposed to change the name. The pupils 
are voting on a new name for this once glorious 
paper. 

Why Change? 

The reasoning is that a new name may inspire 
the pupils to a greater effort. 

A better inspiration, possibly, would be to 
tell the pupils about the paper that used to be 
in Wilmington High School, the paper called The 
Alpha, which every home had to have, each week. 
Inspire the pupils - Yes. But not by junking 
a Glorious Tradition.

The Second Bill, 

The second bill that Tanner 
filed, at the request of the 
Selectmen seeks to clarify the 
power of cities and toms to 
regulate the removal of soil, 
loam, sand and gravel.

Section 21 of Chapter 40, of 
the General Lews, as last a- 
mended by Chapter 352 of the 
Acts of 1951 is hereby amended 
by inserting the following 
sentence between the first and 
secon] sentence of said sect- 
ion: -The Superior Court shall 
have the jurisdiction in equi- 
ty to compel compliance with 
any ordinance or by-law made 
under the provisions of this 
section. 

The section of Chapter 40 
which the proposed legislation 
seeks to amend reads that pe- 
nalties for breaches -- ‘not 
exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense, which may be re- 
covered by indictment or on 
complaint before a district 
court, and shall enure to the 
town or to such uses as it may 
direct.’ 

In the proposed legislation 
the new law would read ‘The 
Superior Court shall have ju- 
ridiction -- The penalty of 
violation of any ordinance.or 
by-law -- shall be -- for the 
first offence $50.00; for the 
second offence $100.00; and 
for each subsequent offence 
$200. 00° 

‘Each load of soil, loam,

The town received its 1958 
contract from the State De- 
partment of Public Works, for 
work on Park Street and Lowell 
Street. $12,000 will be repaid 
to the town, as the state’s 
share (50%) of the cost of the 
work on these tw streets. 

Mrs Drew requested that the 
Town Manager consider the re- 
surfacing of Glenview, Hilltop 
and Ledgewood Roads, in Sun- 
crest Acres, for 1959. These 
streets are among those which 
were exempted from Betterments 
when the Betterment plan was 
adopted. 

The only two streets, besides 
the ones just mentioned, re- 
maining in this list, the Sel- 
ectmen said were Carolyn Road 
and Longview Road. 

Calabrese reported that one 
of the last two would cost 
$15,000 and could not be done 
this year, but that the other, 
and the ones in Suncrest Acres 
would presumably be done.

The Selectmen voted, after a 
short discussion to instruct 
the Permanent Building Commit- 
tee to erect a police station 
on the site recommended by the 
Town Meeting. 

Mrs. Drew reminded the board 
that the Building Committee 
had said a police station in 
the site voted would cost 
$3000 more. Hagerty thought 
town could save money, by 
trucking fill from the town 
gravel pit, during the winter, 
but T™ Calabrese objected that. 
he would still have to charge 
for both trucking and fill. 

It was agreed that undoubted- 
ly there would be an article 
in the 1959 town warrant for a 
new Highway Building. 

Budget 

Calabrese reported that, with 
one exception, the 1959 budget 
was now ready for the Select- 
men, It was agreed to meet 
next Tuesday to complete the 
budget and turn it over to the 
Finance Committee.

IN ELECTRIC TYPEWRITERS 
The Wilmington School Commi t- 
tee has voted to trade in 10 
Electric Typewriters, for new 
IBM models. The only question 
remaining for the School Com- 
lmittee to decide is whether or 
Inot they will be able to pur- 
chase them this year, or next. 
The IBM company has offered 
to replace the ten machines 
for a total cost of $500. In- 
volved in the transaction 
would be 4 two year old models 
3 three year old machines, 1 
four year old, 1 five year old 
and 1 seven year old. The five 
year old machine has a 16 inch 
carriage, and is valued at 
$395, while the others are 
valued at $295 each, without 
taxes. 

Superintendent of Schools 
John Collins told the Commit- 
tee that the IBM people would 
be able to se?1 the old models 
at a profit, and that at the 
same time the transaction 
would be a very good one for 
the tow. 

School typewriters are sold 
to towns and cities without 
any Federal excise tx. The 
initial difference in cost be- 
tween an electric and a mech- 
anical model is about $110, he 
told the committee, and after 
that the same rate of exchange 
is applicable. 

The Wilmington Schools have 
60 typewriters, 12 of which 
are electric. 

Secretary Henry Sullivan of 
the School Committee question- 
ed the wisdom of using elec- 
tric typewriters in classes, 
saying that in his belief it 
was a case of ‘gilding the li- 
ly’, and that a girl would 
quickly learn to use an elec~ 
tric typewriter, on her first 
job, anyway, if needed. 

Other members disagreed, and 
Collins pointed out that to 
get employment in AVCO the 
ability to use an electric 
typewriter would be handy. AVCO 
he said, has 400 electric type 
writers. 

The School Committee decided 
to purchase the new machines 
this year, if sufficient funds 
are available, otherwise to 
wait until fiscal year 1959.

WILMINGTON SCHOOLS 

PLANNING SPECIAL CLASS FOR 

“TRAINABLE’ YOUNGSTERS 

The School Committee has be- 
gun plans for a special class, 
of ‘trainable’ children, to be 
a@ part of the public schools, 
beginning next September. 
| ‘Trainable’ children are de- 
[snes as those with an Intel- 
ligence Quota of between 20 
and 50. 

There are already two classes 
for ‘Educatable’ children, with 
an IQof between 50 and 80, in 
the Center School, having the 
same hours as the High School 
classes. 

A teacher for a ‘Trainable’ 
class must be specially quali- 
fied, and receives at a mini+ 
mum, $500 more a year than do 
other teachers. Superintendent 
of Schools John J. Collins 
believes that Wilmington will 
have to pay in the neighbor- 
hood of $5000 for the salary 
of the teacher. 

Part of the teacher's salary, 
and the cost of 50% of the e- 
quipment used will be reim- 
bursed by the state. 

The Eastern Middlesex Associ - 
ation for Aid of Retarded Chil 
dren is active in this area, 
including Wilmington, and its 
parent group, the NE Associa- 
tion, assists in the procure- 
ment, training, and subsi- 
dizing of teachers. 

The only available place, in 
the Wilmington schools, for 
the class will be in the Roman 
House. 

The law provides that a town 
or city must provide for a 
class of ‘Trainable’ children 
if there are five or more such 
students. Wilmington has, at 
the. latest count, four. A tea- 
cher may not have more than 
ten students in a class, which 
lasts for two hours a day. 
Wilmington pupils have been 
attending a class in Wakefield 
for which the tow has had to 
pay Wakefield. Collins had ex- 
plored the possibility of put- 
ting pupils in classes in o- 
ther towns, but could find no 
place available. Malden, which 
has such a class, has no room 
for more pupils, and the taxi 
fare would have been about $13 
a day ( including fare for a 
child to Wakefield).
